- Whereas a reciprocal agreement has already 
been entered into between the Governments of Kerala and Tamil Nadu in 
respect of road transport services on inter -state routes as per Notification 
No. 36951/ TB3/74 / PW dated the 30th June, 1976 , and published as S.R.O. 
No. 699/76 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 393 dated the 30th 
June, 1976 ; Notification No. 6583 / TB3/73 /W & T dated the 1st October, 
1979 and published as S.R.O. No. 1127179 in the Kerala Gazette Extra 
ordinary No. 715 dated the 1st October, 1979, Notification No. G. O (P ) 
120,81/ TF & P dated the 28th December, 1981 and published as S.R.O. 
No. 1531/81 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 100.3 dated the 28th 
December, 1981; Notification in G. O. (P ) 57/82/ TF & P dated the 1st 
October , 1982 , and published as S.R.O. No. 1164/82 in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 671 dated :he 1st October, 1982 and Notification 
No. 4771/ TB3 /83 / TF & P dated the 6th July, 1984 and published as Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 563 dated the 6th July, 1984 ; 
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And whereas, the Governments of Tamil Nadu and Kerala have agreed 
to enter into a further supplementary agreement under section 63 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV of 1939) . for the purpose of 
operation of stage carriages on certain new inter-state routes and for 
operation of additional services on certain existing inter-state routes and for 
the enhancement of the quota of public carrier goods vehicles, private 
carrier goods vehicles , Tourist taxis and Light Motor Vehicles, Goods 
vehicles by operators of both the States on single point tax basis ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by subsection (3B). 
of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 ( Central Act IV of 1939 ), and 
in supplementation to the said reciprocal agreements, the Government of 
Kerala hereby publish the following supplementary inter-state agreement 
entered into between the Government ofKerala and the Government of 
Tamil Nadu , the same having been previously published as required by 
subsection (3A ) of section 63 of the sai 

The said supplementary Inter-state Agreement will come into force 
from the 17th day of August, 1984.

SUPPLEMENTARY INTER -STATE AGREEMENT 


This agreement is made this the 27th day of June, (One thousand nine 
hundred and eighty - four (1984 ) between the Governor of Tamil Nadu 
( hereinafter called the Government of Tamil Nadu ” which expression 
shall, where the context so admits, include his successors in office ) on the 
one part and the Governor of Kerala (hereinafter called the Government 
of Kerala ” , which expression shall, where the context so admits , include his 
successors in Office ) on the other part ; 
1 . Stage Carriages:-Subject 

to the 

conditions of the existing 
agreements, the Stage carriage services to be operated by Tamil Nadu 
operators and Kerala operators in supplementation of the existing services on 
the Inter -state routes between the States of Tamil Nadu and Kerala shall be 
as shown in Appendices A and B respectively. Temporary permits -may 
also be issued on single point tax pending finalisation of this agreement. The 
services under this agreement will commence operation with effect from 
17-8-1984 . 
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2. Public Carriers:-Subject to other conditions of the existing 
agreements , the total number of permits , for public carrier goods vehicles for 
operation on Inter -state.routes between Tamilnadu and Kerala , on single 
point tax shall be fixed at 5000 and the number of such permits issued in 
each state shall not exceed 2500. The quota of such public carrier permits 
of each State to be countersigned by the other State , in accordance with the 
proviso to sub - section (3 ) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 
( Central Act 4 of 1939 ) shall be 2500 ; the position being reviewed when the 
number of permits in any one State reaches 2475. 

3. Private Carrier Goods Vehicles : Subject to other conditions of the 
existing agreements, the total number of permits , for Private Carrier Goods 
Vehicles for operation on the Inter -state routes between the States of 
Tamilnadu and Kerala on single point tax shall be fixed at 406 and the 
number of such permits issued in each State shall not exceed 200. The quota 
of such private carrier permits of each State to be countersigned by the 
other State , in accordance with the proviso to sub -section (3 ) of section 63 of 
the Motor Vehicles Act , 1939, (Central Act 4 of 1939 ), shall be 200, the 
position being reviewed when the number of permits in any one State 
reaches 175 . 

4 . Tourist Taxi :-Subject to other conditions of the existing 
agreements, the total number of permits for Tourist Taxi s for operation on 
Inter -state routes between the States of Tamilnadu and Kerala on single 
point tax shall be fixed at 700 and the number of such permits issued in each 
State shall not exceed 350. The quota of such Tourist Taxi permits of each 
state to be countersigned by the other State, in accordance with the 
proviso to sub- section (3) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act , 1939 
(Central Act 4 of 1939), shall be 350, the position being reviewed when the 
number of permits in any one State reaches 325 . 

5. Light Motor Vehicles Goods Vehicles : Subject to the condition of the 
existing agreement, the total number of Light Motor Vehicles Goods Vehi 
cles (not covered by permit) for operation on Inter-state route on single 
point tax between the States of Tamilnadu and Kerala shall be fixed at 200 
and the number of such vehicles allowed by each State shall not exceed 100 , 
the position being reviewed when the number of vehicle in any one State 
reaches 75 .

Explanatory Note 


(This is not part of the notification , but is intended to bring out its main 
purport.) 


Inter- State Road Transport between the State of Kerala and Tamilnadu 
is regulated by the Inter-State Reciprocal Agreement executed by both 
States with effect from 1-7-1976 . As per clause VIII of the agreement any 
clause in that agreement or its appendix may be amended or a new one 
added to it at any stage only after mutual agreement between the two State 
Governments. Both these State Governments felt the necessity for operation 
of new routes, extension of existing routes and operation of additional 
services. Accordingly both the State Governments have agreed to execute 
a supplementary agreement for the above purpose ; hence this notification .
